an article which you, copy in your last issue 
from the Denver News, that the gross injustice 
done the soldiers of our command by the 
Management of the Salt Lake Theater, is at- 
tracting attention abroad as well as at bome. 
and I am pleased to observe that the course 
pursued toward us by that certainly not over 
loyal set, is everywhere stamped with the 
reprobation which it so justly deserves.
